Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
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Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting  of  a right 
of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or  other- 
wise for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  the 
publication  of  a notice  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  and 
when  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  sufficiently  the  location  of  the-  work,  to 
be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant.  Such 
notice  shall  be  published  in  the  British  Columbia 
Gazette  and  in  one  daily  and  one  weekly  newspaper 
freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of  the  Province. 
When  the  proposed  Private  Bill  is  of  a local  nature, 
the  notice  shall  be  furthermore  published  in  some 
newspaper  in  the  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  therein,  then  in  the  nearest 
electoral  district  in  which  a newspaper  is  published 
Such  notice  shall  in  all  cases  be  continued  for  a 
period  of  six  weeks  during  the  interval  of  time 
between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and 
the  consideration  of  the  petition. 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  each  Electoral  District 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest 
Electoral  Districts  in  which  a newspaper  is  pub- 
lished.

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  Incorporate  Companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  Rule 
72,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars 
can  be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned. 

Every  Petition  for  a Bill  to  incorporate  a com- 
pany shall  state  the  name  of  the  proposed  company.
